The suspicio n may be premature, and it 
may ev en be gro undless. But interest in “ o ut- 
er space may hav e taken so me o f the pres­ 
sure o ff the peo ple who o therwise wo uld hav e 
to so lv e the pro blems o f “ inner space.” 
Suddenly , ev ery po litician who can get his 
sweating hands o n an interv iewer o r the neck 
o f a micro pho ne is issuing a statement abo ut 
the urgent necessity for do ing this, that, or 
the o ther to guarantee U.S. representatio n 
into o uter space. 
Ev en the pro blematic co nditio n o f presi­ 
dential health is being discussed relativ e to 
the delay a breakdo wn wo uld cause in the 
o uter-space pro gram. 
The upco ming and uprising federal budget, 
likewise, is go ing to be presented as an o uter- 
space pro blem, instead o f what it essentially 
is — a pro blem o f tax pay er capacity . 
Co ngressmen who nev er befo re were kno wn 
to po ssess either strategical o r tactical insight 
are newly -equipped with ateo lutely -reliable in­ 
fo rmatio n abo ut the need fo r mo o n-pro bing 
pro jectiles they nev er heard o f until names 
and descriptio ns were supplied by v ario us 
pressure blo cs. 
Scarcely had the beep-beep o f Sputnik 1 
been heard until master-minds that had been 


baffled and disco uraged by such relativ ely 
crude bafflements as morally ho nest metho ds 
fo r co llecting tax es were thro wing o ff sparks 
o f genius abo ut interco ntinental missiles. 
There nev er has been a better set o f circum­ 
stances for div ersio nary tactics. And what 
makes it so nearly perfect is that the peo ple 
themselv es are in a mo o d to be div erted. The 
unsilv ed pro blems o f inner space hav e left 
them limp, to o . It’s a pleasure to think abo ut 
smacking a rocket into the moon, fo r a 
change. It’s a privilege to find something like 
a lagging ballistic missiles program that can 
be criticized without fear o f contradiction, in­ 
stead of try ing to figure out the down-to-earth 
responsibility for depreciating the dollar. 
Light is beginning to break through, how 
ever. By the time Congress reconvenes, it 
wili have dawned on a great many people 
who dwell in inner space that their outer- 
spacemen will have to be pulled back to earth. 
The United States is looking for something 
with enough thrust to put a satellite into 
outer space alongside Russia’s Spuniks. But 
the only way it could use the hot-air effusions 
of politicians would be to stuff the politicians 
into rocket casings feet first and let them 
blow themselves to the moon. 


T h e F o rtn ig h t Befo re Ch ristmas 


This is the seaso n o f the y ear when statisti­ 
cians try to co mb co mparativ e statistics o ut 
of the white beard o f Santa Claus — and 
the seaso n when so me o f us wish they wo uld 
let him alo ne. 
That is because we do not think it is pertin­ 
ent to the point that disposable personal in­ 
come this y ear is 303 billion dollars as 
against 289 billion last y ear and that the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce estimates that 
20 billion of it wili go for Christmas, com­ 
pared with 19.4 billion last y ear, thanks to 
a two million population increase, offset by 
a research organization’s guess that more 
people will spend less on Christmas than will 
spend more—if y ou understand what all that 
means. 
This is not what keeps Christmas going, 
this grim, gray preoccupation with statistics. 


Escape From Reality 
In these day s when a person doesn’t know 
where the nex t hy drogen bomb may be com­ 
ing from, news stories about the “ abominably 
Snowman” are as refreshing as the Himalay ­ 
an snow the creature is supposed to be made 


of. 
The Snowman seems to be a lineal descend­ 
ant of the Loch Ness monster of Scotland, the 
apparition which used to be reported in the 
vicinity of Peninsula, 0., and all the other 
my sterious things which have starred men’s 
imaginations throughout time. 
For those who claim such things are too 
vulgar and therefore prefer the “realities” 
of outer space, Sputnik and the moon, it 
might be answered that the Abominable Snow 
man and the Loch Ness monster actually 
are farther away than the moon. Every one 
has seen the moon—but how many have seen 
the other things. Not even with telescopes. 
We have to keep something on tap to dream 
about when “realities” weight us down. 
Onc e Ov e r 


Pressing the panic button for q uantity pro­ 
duction of scientists by schools will do con­ 
siderable good, but y ou can’t switch school­ 
boy s wholesale into scientific whizzes the easy 
way . Big obstacle is that there are no scien­ 
tists known as “Toots,” “Rock ’ or 
Bing 
and none who can play the guitar, croom and 
ad lib. 
American life in the past 25 y ears e.spe- 
dally has attracted the kids to a world of 
big money , loud aPPlause* swift recognition, 
multiple swimming pools and 50 per cent of 
the box-office receipts. 
They have come up in a way of life that 
has glorified the success pattern of charac­ 
ters with personality smiles, palatial es­ 
tates. fleets of personal sedans, big billboard 
display s, gala premieres and pursuit by au­ 
tograph hunters. 
The moppets have observed no scientist 
billed for 10 weeks in Las Vegas at $50,000 
a week, reportedly engaged to one of the 
Gabor sisters or photographed with Marily n 
Monroe. 
M ention Enrico Fermi to the average high- 
school lad and he will ask what ball team he 
play ed on. He thinks Vannevar Bush is a 
ty pe of shrubbery * And y ou can’t whip up 
his interest in Dr. Edward Teller unless y ou 
tab him as a fellow for whom the velvet rope 
is lowered by headwaiters. 


IF WE WANT TO GET the kids hot over 
scientific careers it will be necessary to 
name laboratories after Hope, Gleason, Go- 
bel and Crosby . If we can get some top scien­ 
tists to let us refer to them as Marlon Kil­ 
lian, Elvis Oppenheimer, “Jess” Straus and 
“Rod” Hagen it can help. 
Scientific 
education 
suffered 
heavily 
through the fact Dr. Einstein was never 
known as “Tennessee” Einstein. 


LET’S FACE IT. Of all things the average 
scho o lbo y do esn't 
want to be it's a scientist, 
fo r the reaso n it takes concentration, hard 
study ing and plenty of homework. 
In his tender y ears he aspires to a career 
permitting a cowboy costume and gunfire on 
the gallo p. If a kid brushes off the sandlot 
fo r an afterno o n in a technical library , pop­ 
per sends fo r a doctor. 
Even a moppet who likes geometry can 


In the fortnight before Dec. 25. the thing 
that matters most is spirit, not statistics. If 
the spirit of the event comes hrough without 
damage; the statistics ultimately will take 
care of themselves. Actually , what most of 
us do at this time of the y ear is buy a lot 
of things we were going to buy any way , soon­ 
er or later. Ultimately , the economics of the 
thing will all come out in the wash. 
Buit the boost to morale that is provided 
by obey ing a good impulse to open our hearts 
has more thrust to it in the day s just before 
Christmas than it has at any other time of 
the y ear. No one keeps statistics on that 
score. But if statistics could be kept, they 
would remind us that now is the time above 
all other times to open up and start disposing 
of the nation’s disposable good will, which 
is the most important national resource 
there is.

The Farm Vote In 1958 


Eisenhower administration farm 
plans of 1954 and 1956 having fail­ 
ed to accomplish what they were 
supposed to do, there is consid­ 
erable speculation on what kind of 
a rabbit the Republican magici­ 
ans can pull out of their hat to 
save the farm vote in 1958. 
In 1954 Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson put on his big 
drive to get rid of rigid price sup­ 
ports. 
Two y ears later the Eisenhower 
administration produced its 
bil­ 
lion-dollar soil bank plan to buy 
the farm vote. 
It succeeded on 
the presidential ticket, all right, 
but in the farm belt west of the 
Mississippi, the GOP lost congress­ 
men. 
Underly ing purpose of both pro­ 
grams was to cut down the pro­ 
duction of farm surpluses. 
This y ear the soil bank has cut 
cotton and wheat production a lit­ 
tle. 
Surpluses might have been 
far greater, of course, if the soil 
bank had not been in effect. 


BUT GREATER

price supports doesn't appear to

have cut production at all. 
For 
this y ear’s crop y ields will 
be 
among the three greatest in U.S. 
history . 
The most disturbing possibility 
overhanging the 1958 elections is 
that there will be record suplus- 
es of all feed grains 
com, oats, 
barley and grain sorghums. This 
y ear’s grain sorghum production 
may double last y ear’s, competing 
heavily with corn. 
The supply of feed grains avail­ 
able in re’ation to livestock and 
poultry numbers is at a record 
high. 
The normal corn-hog ratio is said 
to exist when 100 pounds of hog 
will buy 12 bushels of corn. This 
y ear, due to depressed grain pric­ 
es. 100 pounds of hog have brought 
as much as 16 bushels of corn. 
In such a situation, farmers nat­ 
urally raise more hogs to fatten 
on" the cheap grain. But this is 
normally followed by a big drop 
in hog prices. 


IF THAT HAPPENS when next 
spring's pig crop is sent to market 
next fall, just before the elections.

“No person not being authorized 
by the sender shall intercept any 
communication 
and 
divulge 
or 
publish the existence, 
contents, 
substance 
purport, 
effect, 
or 
meaning of such intercepted com­ 
munication to any person.” 
But two out of the r. ne justices 
of the Supreme Court — Justices 
Frankfurter and Douglas—said: 
“It is one of the accepted modes 
of carry ing on business in our time 
to have secretaries listen in on 
conversations by their principals. 
A secretary may fairly be called 
the employ er’s ’alter ego.’ And so. 
a secretary is fairly <o be deemed 
as much of an automatic instru­ 
ment ir. the context of our prob­ 
lem as a tape-recorder. Surely a 
police officer called in to facili­ 
tate the detection of crime is not 
such an ’aker ego’.” 


IN THIS CASE it wasn’t a pri- 
vate secretary but a police officer 
who listened in on an extension 
telephone when a man was mak- 
in a oeiminal tnreat.

The newcomer is now showing 
up m the consumer market in 
some housewares and toy s.
